GOVT CONTINUES TO CALL FOR DIALOGUE WITH OPPOSITION SPONSORS NEW 
LEGISLATION FOR MILITARY BONUS, AND NAMES NEW CARABINERO 
SUBDIRECTOR. END SUMMARY. 
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2. INVESTIGACIONES POLICE STAGED LARGE-SCALE SEARCH FOR 
PATRIA Y LEBERTAD LEADER ROBERTO THIEME EVENING JULY 16 AND 
MORNING JULY 17 AFTER HIS SURPRISE PRESS CONFERENCE (REF A), 

WITHOUT RESULT. LEAFLETS, ATTRIBUTED BY PRESS TO PYL, AP- 
PEARED IN DOWNTOWN SANTIAGO SAME DAY ACCUSING INVESTIGA- 
CIONES OF "ATROCITIES'' AND DEMANDING IMMEDIATE RELEASE OR 
COURT APPEARANCES FOR ALL PYL DETAINEES. LEAFLET THREATENED 
INVESTIGACIONES PERSONNEL WITH ASSASSINATION IF DEMANDS 
NOT MET BY 6 P.M. SAME DAY. 

3. PYL MEMBERS CONTINUE TO SEEK ASYLUM. LATEST CASE THAT 

OF INDIVIDUAL IDENTIFIED AS LUIS POBLETE MOORE WHO CURRENTLY 
IMPOSING UPON HOSPITALITY OF COSTA RICAN AMBASSADOR. GOVT 
GRANTED TWO SAFECONDUCTS JULY 17, ONE TO LT. COL. SOUPER S 
BROTHER (TO PARAGUAY) AND THE OTHER TO DR. EDUARDO KREYMER 
(TO BRAZIL). STILL PENDING ARE SAFECONDUCTS FOR GASSET BROTHERS,

QTORY LITERATURE NEAR ARMY BARRACKS WERE RELEASED JULY 17 
(REF B). OPPOSITION MEDIA MAKING MUCH OF MIR POSTERS, WHICH 
APPEARED YESTERDAY ON WALLS NEAR SANTIAGO MILITARY GARRI- 
SONS, URGING SOLDIERS NOT TO OBEY OFFICERS WHO ATTEMPT TO LEAD

4. ALL OPPOSITION PARTIES JOINED IN JULY 17 STATEMENT CON-

AND GOALS. STATEMENT ALSO CRITICIZED MOVE FOR GIVING

AND GOVT OF BRAZIL TOGETHER IN A PLOT WHICH WOULD PROMOTE 
INTERNAL CHILEAN DISORDER SO THAT "BOLIVIAN TROOPS ARMED BY U.S. 
AND BRAZIL COULD ENTER COUNTRY AND STEAL RICH NORTHERN PROVINCES 
(RESOURCES OF) WHICH WOULD THUS REVERT TO NORTH AMERICAN HANDS." 
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5. IN BACKGROUND OF CONTINUED FOCUS ON EXTREMISM. GOVT CONTINUES 
TO PLAY ROLE OF DOVE OF PEACE. IN JULY 17 PRESS CONFERENCE MININT 
BRIONES CALLED ONCE AGAIN FOR DIALOGUE CITING CARDINAL'S CALL FOR 
DOMESTIC TRANQUILITY AS BASIS (REF A). BRIONES DISCARDED 
REPORTERS’ QUESTIONS ABOUT DIFFERENCES BETWEEN GOVT’S CALL
